He also 
stressed that in.the field of -in- 
dustrial employment the battle 
for civil rights was lagging sadly 
and was still a problem for most 
unions to make fair employment 
practices live in_ their industries. 
He charged thdt some unions

Knowing the situation .in 
many of the unions represented 
in the convention, I felt that 
Hill's appeal «was very much’ in 
order. But Hill apparently felt 
his appeal could” be. “strength- 
ened”. if he. told the delegates 
that his organization was useful 
in fighting “communism.” 

“We must combat the idea 
that fighting for Negro rights is 
not respectable—that to fight for 
Negro rights is to be red,” said 
Hill. “The reds are as bad as 
the Ku Klux Klan on this ques- 
tion.”
